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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Grantham: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  herewith  a  few  remarks 
on  the  condition  of  the  Grantham  schools. 

CHANGES 

Since  the  last  report  no  particular  changes  have 
been  made  in  the  buildings  or  on  the  grounds  excepting 
that  of  the  minor  repairs  at  North  Grantham,  when 
the  one  side  of  the  roof  was  re-shingled. 

It  is  hoped  that  a  portable  blackboard  or  some- 
thing of  that  nature  can  be  installed  in  this  school  so 
as  to  bring  the  blackboard  work  nearer  to  the  children, 
and  consequently  save  some  eyestrain.  The  exterior 
of  both  buildings  should  be  painted  during  the  coming 
summer,  but  it  is  hard  to  see  how  this  can  be  done 
without  extending  the  budget  more  than  perhaps  what 
the  taxpayers  can  pay  at  this  present  time. 

BUDGET 

The  budget  is  a  little  larger  than  that  of  last  year, 
but  at  this  writing  it  is  rather  difficult  to  determine 
just  what  the  final  request  for  assessment  will  be, 
since  we  do  not  know  the  exact  amount  of  State  Aid 
that  will  be  available.  The  amount  necessary  for  high 
school  tuition  is  a  considerable  item  for  a  small  com- 
munity, but  I  am  sure  that  even  those  citizens  who 
have  no  children  of  high  school  age  are  glad  to  see 
the  coming  citizens  of  Grantham  obtain  the  benefits  of 
a  high  school  education. 

ENROLLMENT 

The  enrollment  of  the  present  year  will  be  found 
on   another  page.     The   total   is   75    as   of   September. 
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The  large  enrollment  of  37  at  North  Grantham  made 
it  necessary  to  move  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  to 
the  Grantham  grammar  room,  which,  in  turn,  makes 
this  room  quite  crowded.  Since  there  are  here,  how- 
ever, only  four  grades  per  room,  the  instruction  can 
be  much  better  and  well  worth  the  difference  in  cost 
for  transportation,  which  we  hope  to  receive  in  our 
State  Aid  allotment.  We  have  to  provide  for  this 
amount  in  our  budget  at  the  present  time,  even  though 
we  expect  to  have  it  returned  later  through  State  Aid. 

HEALTH  WORK 
The  report  of  the  school  nurse  is  here  and  worthy 
of  your  consideration.  Mrs.  Hasham  has  a  large  terri- 
tory to  cover,  but  I  think  the  children  of  Grantham 
are  getting  as  good  attention  in  health  care  as  are 
any  children  in  the  State  under  the  supervision  of  the 
school  nurse.

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TESTING  PROGRAM 

It  is  hoped  to  test  during  the  month  of  February 
the  achievement  of  the  children  since  February  of  last 
year.  This  will  enable  us  to  check  ourselves  against 
the  work  being  done  in  other  communities. 

TEACHERS 

Both  of  the  teachers  in  Grantham  resigned  last 
June.  Their  places  are  being  taken  by  Miss  Dorothy 
Berry,  a  graduate  of  Plymouth,  and  Miss  Evelyn 
Strand,  a  graduate  of  Fitchburg  Normal.  A  normal 
procedure  in  the  classroom  equivalent  to  first  year 
teachers  in  the  school  is  being  maintained  in  the  class- 
room work.  Very  much  improvement  needs  to  be 
done  in  the  primary  room  with  some  groups  in  the 
matter  of  reading.  These  seem  to  have  a  natural 
handicap  in  the  matter  of  reading  ability.  I  feel  that 
the  teacher  there  is  doing  all  she  can  to  overcome 
this  difficulty.  Miss  Edith  Wallace  continues  at  North 
Grantham,  which  school  seems  to  be  in  a  harmonious 
and  cooperative  mood  with  the  teacher. 


A  good  many  parents  visit  the  schools  from  time 
to  time  and  seem  especially  interested  in  special  pro- 
grams, such  as  plays,  Memorial  Day  exercises,  etc. 
These  visits,  I  am  sure,  are  encouraging  to  the  teach- 
ers and  pupils. 

CONCLUSION 
I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appreciation 
for  the  cooperation  of  the  teachers,  parents  and  pupils, 
as  well  as  to  the  members  of  the  School  Board.

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NOTICE  TO  DOG  OWNERS 


Chapter  150,  Laws  of  New  Hampshire 

Section  6 — Every  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  three 
months  old  or  over  shall  annually  on  or  before  April 
30  cause  it  to  be  registered,  numbered,  described  and 
licensed  for  one  year  from  the  first  day  of  the  ensuing 
May,  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  city  or  town 
wherein  said  dog  is  kept,  and  shall  cause  it  to  wear 
around  its  neck  a  collar  distinctly  marked  with  its 
owner's  name,  and  bearing  attached  to  said  collar  a 
metal  tag  distinctly  marked  with  its  registered  number. 
Said  tag  shall  be  furnished  by  the  clerk  at  the  expense 
of  the  city  or  town  from  the  amount  received  from 
dog  license  fees. 

Section  18 — The  mayor  of  each  city  and  the  select- 
men of  each  town  shall  annually  within  ten  days  from 
May  first  issue  a  warrant  to  one  or  more  police  officers 
or  constables  directing  them  to  proceed  forthwith 
either  to  kill  or  cause  to  be  killed  all  dogs  within  such 
city  or  town  not  licensed  and  collared  according  to 
the  provision  of  this  chapter,  and  to  enter  complaint 
against  the  owners  or  keepers  thereof;  and  any  person 
may,  and  every  police  officer  and  constable  shall  kill 
or  cause  to  be  killed  all  such  dogs,  whenever  and 
wherever  found.
